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CURRHNT TRENDS 
Yeek Ending 14 Sent 1946 


The curve for the edmission rate ver 1000 for All Causes last week reached the lowest point recorded, 
lb, since 1943; however, this week increased to 521. This current rate of 521 still compares favorably 
with the corresyonding periods in 194). and 145 at which time the rete was 543 and 547 respectively. The 
All Causes rate for all navel districts, except the 3rd, increased this week, The highest rate, 773, was 
reported by the leth District; the lowest rate, 35%, wes reported by the Potomac end Severn River Commands. 


In line with the increese in the rete for all ceanses, tre rate for the Respiratory Diseases increased 
from 75.7 to 92.5 or 22.2 per cent this week. This rete stends well below the rate of 129.6 for the 
corresponding week of 1944, Contrary to tre generel trend, decreases were shown this week by the jrd, 4th, 
Sth and llth Districte, The highest rate, 172.2, was reported by the 5th District end the lowest rete, 29.2, 
by the lth District. ight of the districts renorted current rates lower than the continental averege. 

The high weekly average rate was supnorted mainly by rates of 172.2, 145.2 and 122.6 in the 5th, 6th and 9th 
Districts. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAT, FEVER, ACTTE, Following a slight decrease inthe admisrion rate lest week, the 
rate for these infections rose 17.4 per cent this week to 5L.1, For the corresnonding week of 1945 the rate 
was 85.7. Cases were renorted in all districts, The 5th District with a 70 ner cent increase over last 
week now hes the high rate, 99.2, wherees the Lth District with a 61 ner cent decrease from lest week is 
low with a rete of 10,1. 


PLSIMONIA-BROWCHO A’'D LOSAR. The rate for these infections is 1.0 or an increase of 25 ner cent from 
the rate of 0.8 for last week. A year ago the rate wes 2.1. Cases were renorted in only the 5th, Cth end 
llth Districts and the River Commands. Of these t’e River Commands and the 9th District renorted no cases 
lest week, 


PUSTMONIA ATYPICAL, Showing an increase of 33.3 per cent for tue week the admission rate for this 
diserse is now 4.0. This comnares unfevorably with the corresponding rate in 1°45 which was 2.9. Ceasee 
were reported this week in five districts. The rate in the 6th District agein showed the most pronounced 
rise in increasing from 16.4 to 32.7 or 99 per cent during the week. 

TONSILLITIS AND PUARYUGITIS, AC'TE, The rate for these infections after showing a slight decrease 
lest week fluctuated unwerds 29.5 ver cent this week to stand at 33.4, <A year ago the corresponding rate 
was 38.8. Cases were reported in all districts except the 3rd. The highest rate, 67.1 was reported by 
the 5th District. 


SCARL2T FEVER, With cases reported in only the Mth, 5th and llth Districts the rate for this 
disease is 1.8. This represents a 125 per cent increase over the rate of 0.3 reported for the previous 
week, For the corresponding week of 1945 the rate was 1,0, The current increase is due mainly to the 
spurt of 122 per cent, from 3.8 to 8.8 in the rate for the 5th District. 


MEASLES. The rate for this disease is c.1 as against 0.8 for last week and 1.1 a year ago. Cases 
were reported this week by the 3rd, 5th, 9th, llth and 13th Districts. Of these the 3rd, 9th and 13th 
Districts had no cases lest week,
